Stormy start for 2014 


Record rainfall 
caused havoc for 
householders, and 
nude photos paid 
tribute to one of 
Kingston’s most 
famous sons 

January 


□ 2014 will certainly be remem¬ 
bered for the record breaking 
storms and floods that hit Britain 
in January and February. 

Kingston and Elmbridge were 
affected, with thousands of peo¬ 
ple forced out of their homes, as 
river levels hit their highest point 
in 30 years. 

□ Town centre managers 
Kingstonfirst got into a spot of 
bother with the artist behind 
Kingston’s iconic falling tele¬ 
phone sculpture, Out of Order. 

The 1987 piece at the entrance 
to Old London Road was decorat¬ 
ed with Cath Kidston snowflakes 
over Christmas - but left little 
grey spots all over the red 
paintwork. 

A spokesman for artist David 
Mach, who created the sculpture, 
said: “They should have told us 
first.” 

□ Developers revealed the new 
Riverside Kingston restaurant 
complex would be adorned with 
images of nude women taken by 
legendary photography pioneer 
Eadweard Muybridge. 

Greg Miles, head of promotions 
at Portland Estates, the company 
behind the project, said the move 
was a “celebration” of one of 
Kingston’s most famous sons. 


□ A drunken man plunged 
through a pet shop skylight and 
into a fish tank. 

Peter Hunt, owner of Aqua Pets 
in Grand Parade, Tolworth, got 
an unexpected visitor when the 
unnamed man stumbled across 
the flat roof and through a fibre 
glass partition into a 3ft by 3ft 
tropical fishtank. 

No fish were hurt. 

Mr Hunt said: “No piranhas. 
That would have been a good 
story.” 

February 


□ An all-night rave in Chessing- 
ton caused sleepless nights for 
residents all over the borough. 

Hundreds of revellers descend¬ 
ed on an empty warehouse in Cox 
Lane industrial estate, and resi¬ 
dents in Chessington, Berry- 
lands, New Malden and Surbiton 
all reported hearing the noise. 

□ Stall holders were booted out of 
Kingston’s ancient market place 
as the promised revamp overran. 

Traders had to set up shop in 
Memorial Gardens, as contrac¬ 
tors Balfour Beatty rushed to 
speed up on the stalling project.

□ Politicians in Kingston jumped 
to the defence of the borough’s 
MP Edward Davey, after he was 
criticised for taking paternity 
leave during the floods. 

The energy secretary became a 
father for the second time in 
February, but the Daily Mail 
claimed fellow ministers were as¬ 
tonished that the Energy Secre¬ 
tary had just “downed tools and 
gone”. 

But he found support from po¬ 
litical rivals in Kingston, with 
both North Kingston MP Zac 
Goldsmith and Labour chairman 
Laurie South wishing the Liberal 
Democrat well. 

March 


□ The forgotten tomb of a former 
Lord Mayor of London was un¬ 
covered during the multi-million 
pound refurbishment works at 
All Saints Church in Kingston. 

Workers revamping the historic 
church discovered the final rest¬ 
ing place of John Garratt, the 
Lord Mayor in 1824, beneath the 
church altar. 

□ Supermarket giant Tesco final¬ 
ly gave up on a decade-long battle 
to build a store on the old Toby 
Jug site in Tolworth. 

Having withdrawn three sets of 
plans since 2002, the company 
scrapped the proposed develop¬ 
ment in favour of a new residen- 
tial-led scheme. 

□ A report into the proposed 
Crossrail 2 scheme sparked panic 
in the borough, after it was sug¬ 
gested up to 70,000 new homes 
could be built on greenbelt land 
in Chessington. 

The Liberal Democrats 
launched a petition against Lon¬ 
don First’s suggestion that Chess¬ 
ington could be a possible site for 
a significant new community. 

But City Hall and members of 
the Kingston Conservatives dis¬ 
missed the Lib Dem claims as 
“ scaremongering”.

□ It was announced planning 
courses at Kingston University 
would close and 15 lecturers 
would lose their jobs in 
the School of Surveying and 
Planning. 

The school’s head, Dr Sarah 
Sayce, was suspended after “try¬ 
ing to rally” students in its 
defence. 

A university-commissioned re¬ 
port said the department was 
“not a good fit”. 

□ Artists at Old London Road 
Tattoos helped a mum complete 
the final step in her breast can¬ 
cer journey by giving her new 
nipples. 

Claire Whittaker, from Berk¬ 
shire, had a double mastectomy 
after learning she had the same 
potentially-deadly BRCA2 gene 
as Angelina Jolie. 

□ A missing Easter bunny was 
reunited with its owner after an 
appearance in the Kingston 
Guardian. 

Treacle escaped when his 
hutch was left open. 

Owner Ciara Hill, of Berry- 
lands, said: “We spent the whole 
of Easter miserable so it was just 
amazing to get him back.” 

May 


□ Town centre managers 
Kingstonfirst celebrated 10 years 
since the UK’s first ever business 
improvement district was 
created. 

It launched a successful cam¬ 
paign for a third five-year term of 
shaping, managing and market¬ 
ing Kingston as a shopping hub. 

More than 900 businesses were 
polled. 

□ Sir Jack Brabham, the Formu¬ 
la 1 and car building legend, died

aged 88. 

The Australian, who died in 
Sydney, won the FI champi¬ 
onship in 1960,1966 and 1969. 

He ran a garage in Hook Road, 
selling petrol at the front and 
tuning cars in the back. 

□ It was a rotten night for the 
Liberal Democrats as the 
Conservatives triumphed in 
the council elections. 

Defeated Lib Dem leader 
Councillor Liz Green said the 
result came down to “a few 
hundred votes in a few key 
wards”. 

The first results were not an¬ 
nounced until 6.30am. 


June 


□ They rode out recessions, won 
awards and served generations 
of regulars. 

But Manuel and Janet Turnes 
finally retired from running the 
Wych Elm pub in Kingston after 
31 years in charge. 

The couple thanked their loyal 
customers at a farewell party - 
where one old regular even made 
the trip from Somerset to send 
them off. 

□ Portuguese-style peri-peri 
chicken purveyors Nando’s an¬ 
nounced it would set up shop in 
New Malden. 

The popular restaurant chain 
took over an empty former furni¬ 
ture store overlooking the Foun¬ 
tain roundabout. 

The move sparked jubilant re¬ 
action online. 

□ The Kingston Guardian re¬ 
vealed Kingston Council had 
raked in £890,000 in bus lane and 
box junction fines in just 12 
weeks. 

That meant an average of 72 
drivers a day were caught break¬ 
ing the rules in bus lanes alone. 

One Surbiton van driver was 
fined for pulling into a bus lane 
to allow police to pass, but ap¬ 
pealed successfully.

July 


□ Mystery surrounded an at¬ 
tempt to wipe a Kingston 
Guardian story from Google 
searches under the “right to be 
forgotten”. 

A 2010 report into Hillcroft Col¬ 
lege’s £443,000 loss on a fundrais¬ 
ing concert was deleted from 
search results after an unknown 
person made a request to Google. 

□ A woman trying to arrange a 
viewing with a Surbiton estate 
agent received a smutty email 
calling her “a tart” and suggest¬ 
ing she might “bend over”. A KT 
Residential estate agent acciden¬ 
tally sent on the email, which had 
been sent to him by a colleague.

□ A proposed 23-storey tower 
near the A3 Tolworth round¬ 
about inspired a Lord of the 
Rings themed front page on our 
sister paper Surrey Comet. The 
building formed part of Tesco’s 
redrawn plans for empty land by 
Charrington Bowl. Kingston and 
Surbiton MP Edward Davey said 
he was “extremely disappointed” 
by the plans, which included 800 
new homes. 

□ A reformed prisoner turned 
community leader found herself 
back behind bars after nearly 
killing two people in a drink- 
drive accident. Annys Darkwa, 
53, was twice over the limit and 
speeding when she crashed into a 
man and a woman at a pelican 
crossing. Darkwa was jailed for 
nearly four years for the crime. 

□ Plans for a complete overhaul 
of Kingston town centre were re¬ 
vealed in the middle of October. 
The re-development in Eden 
Quarter proposed up to 1,200 new 
homes and a new “flag-ship” de¬ 
partment store. Council leader 
Kevin Davis said: “It’s about en¬ 
hancing the town and making 
what’s become a pretty shabby 
part of town something we 
can be proud of.” 

November

Robbie 
Kingsford, 

21, was in¬ 
spired by 
the commu¬ 
nity response 
to what happened 
and encouraged other 
gay young people to “keep 
their chin up” and “stay strong” 
after the attack in Surbiton. 


□ Rachel Rabin, known as Raign, 
the X Factor singer dubbed a 
“nightmare” by Cheryl Fernan- 
dez-Versini spoke out about all 
the messages of support she re¬ 
ceived after the show. Cheryl de¬ 
scribed herself as “allergic” to 
the former Tolworth Girls’ pupil 
on national television sparking 
an outpouring of support from 
the borough. 


□ A Christian tour operator took 
part in a not-so-Christian act by 
cancelling an elderly couple’s 


□ Teenager Mohammed Barre 
was named and sentenced to 17 
years behind bars for the fatal 
stabbing of Jamil Palmer. Barre 
was described as a “troubled and 
turbulent young man” by the 
judge after the six-week trial. 
The jury reached their verdict in 
less than 24 hours and four other 
teenagers were found not guilty 
of murder. 


□ A former market trader had an 
embarrassing Christmas mo¬ 
ment when his Santa suit 
trousers fell down while he was 
entertaining kids at St Andrews 
Church playgroup. Fergus Kent 
had lost weight after cutting out 
the mince pies and his five-year- 
old suit trousers were a little too 
slack, much to the amusement of 
the parents and children in the 
crowd.

Patients at Kingston Hospi¬ 
tal have complained after 
being caught out by an “in¬ 
timidating” new parking 
regime. 

The hospital bought in 
numberplate recognition 
services - the same kind 
used by police to catch mo¬ 
torists breaking the law - 
from ParkingEye, which 
claims to hold more than 40 
per cent of the ANPR 
market. 

The new system came into 
effect in November, and 
means patients and visitors 
must adapt to new a pay¬ 
ment scheme - and blue 
badge users must register 
with the hospital to avoid 
fines. 

John Creasey, who visited 
the hospital with a relative 
using a blue badge, said he 
had a fine quashed by the 
hospital because signs out¬ 
lining the new scheme were 
not in place. 

He added: “The people that 
have been doing this for 
years [visiting the hospital]

had no idea they were going 
to get done. 

“The tickets are intimidat¬ 
ing. The signs have not been 
correctly done under park¬ 
ing guidelines.” 

A hospital spokeswoman 
said: “The new parking sys¬ 
tem has been well-received 
by the majority of patients 
and visitors. 

“We have, however, had 
some teething problems and 
are looking at how we can 
help make the information 
available clearer and thank 
everyone for bearing with us 
while we make these 
changes.” 

There have been no 
increases in parking charges 
and the charging period still 


runs from 8am to 8pm every 
day. 

Blue badge holders should 
register their car when they 
go to the hospital, at main 
reception.
